It is nnderatood that Kamln 
hail no trouble In gettiuK bonda for 
his release, and that a number of 
friends stand ready to trust him to 
the extent oC asslstluR him to make 
np tho deficit.

"I have no excuses to offer." Kamln 
said this morninR. "Living beyond 
my income did It. I appreciate most 
sincerely tho loyalty of my friends, 
and what 1 most .desire. Is a clmnco to 
prove to tbom that I can make good." 
Kamln naaorts bo did not lose the 
money llirough speculation. 

Tho first step In Kamln's new 
start to regain the conlldence of the 
community will he to get employment 
In other linos of work and begin re- 
payment of whiil he has lost by too 
lavish spending. Inlluontlal friends 
have already procured offers of em- 
ployment, and Kamln's youth and the 
fact that ho Is popular among a large 
circle of friends will prove of mater- 
ial aid to him In staging a new start 
in life.

Although European powers
